“The automobile industry is op- 
erating on very satisfactory sched- 
ules,” the report states, “and in 
many instances certain departments 
are operating overtime.” 

In the Detroit industrial district, 

including Hamtramck, Highland 
Park and Wyandotte, there is re- 
ported a surplus of workers, the 
most noticeable being in the auto- 
motive line. A few automobile 
plants are working part time, but 
all plants are running. 
e All plants are running in Grand 
Rapids, and automobile body 
factories are working overtime. 
There is a shortage of toolmakers, 
die-sinkers and other sinkers and 
other skilled automobile factory 
help in Flint. All automobile and 
accessory plants in operation are 
running to capacity, some units 
operating overtime. In Lansing 
there is a small surplus of auto- 
mobile factery workers. 

Muskegon reports a small labor 
shortage while motor plants likely 
will continue overtime schedules 
until the middle of summer. There 
is a surplus of workers in auto- 
mobile accessories plants in Jack- 
son.

Executives Named for 
Motor Transport Survey 


New York, June 16.—Naming 
chief executives from five motor 
truck and bus companies, Presi- 
dent Charles Clifton of the Na- 
tional Automobile Chamber of 
Commerce has appointed a com- 
mittee which will appear before 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion and gather data to present to 
that body in its survey of motor 
transport. 

“This interest of the Interstate 
Commrece Commission in motor 
transport marks the general recog- 
nition of the economic importance 
of the commercial vehicle,” com- 
mented President Clifton in his 
announcement of the committee, 

“Shippers for a number of years 


|past have been finding that motor 


transport gave them a special kind 
of service, particularly in regard to 
prompt delivery, which was not 
otherwise available. Because com- 
mercial transport, however, is 
made up of a large number of pri- 
vately owned units, students of 
transportation have been slow to 
realize the extent of this movement. 

“With the best transportation 
minds of the country turning their 
attention to this service, it seems 
apparent that the use of commer- 
cial units will increase rapidly. 
There are now 2,500,000 commer- 
cial vehicles in the country.”

Development of New 
Roads Means De- 
mand for Cats 


Detroit, June 16.—Of importance 
to American automobile manu- 
facturers is the recent movement 
in South America for better roads, 
says R. S. Cole, director of exports 
of the Hupp Motor Car Corpora- 
tion. “The use of the motor car 
has been limited in the past be- 
cause of the few modern highways 
that have been constructed,” he 
continues. “Now, on suggestion 
from .the people of that country, 
American road engineers giv- 
ing scientific guidance and instruc- 
tion for the betterment of the 
transportation facilities in the 
Latin American countries. 

“Great as the home market 
there an equally fine market 
beyond our borders in the nearby 
foreign countries.

Grand Forks, N. D., June 16.— 
Demand for closed models of cars 








has so far overshadowed that for 
the touring models in the last year 
in North Dakota that demand for 
is practically nil 
This was 


the unanimous opinion of six deal- 
ers recently. 

The trend evidenced by the 
extremely low comparative prices 
at which open models are offered 
for sale after being taken in on 
new closed cars. One dealer de- 
clared that the demand for open 
has decidedly declined since 
spring opened up this year, and 
that he had been forced to dispose 
of several open models at a con- 
siderable loss from the valuation 
at which he took them in during 
March and April 

Severity of winter weather, 
coupled with the fact that there is 
a constantly growing usage of cars 
here during the entire year, is 
given by dealers as the chief rea- 
son for the changing demand, 
Cool summer nights add to the 
closed car demand. 

One dealer declared that the 
growing use of winter driving ac- 
cessories, such as carburetor heat- 
ers, car heaters, adjustable radia- 
tor shields, etc., has done much to 
bring winter driving into common 
use, and that the balloon tire, with 
its increased road grip, has made 
winter driving safe enough for the 
average motorist to attempt with- 
out too much discomfort.

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Gear Shifting 


T the present moment it is a bad day that doesn’t bring 

some earnest discussion of the European light car and 

its possibilities in the American market. An engineer of 

renown recently remarked to a number of hearers, among 

them a member of the staff of the Automotive Daily News, 

that “Americans never will stand for shifting gears the way 
you have to with one of the little foreign bugs.” 

This is probably quite true. In Europe the first aim 
of the engineers has been economy, not only in opera- 
tion but for taxation purposes. Cars over there are 
taxed on horsepower and they are taxed to a degree that 
makes our state solons seem charitable. The result has 
been that in building for the man of moderate means 
every precaution has been taken to cut down the given 
horsepower and since this aiso cut down the fuel con- 
sumption characteristics of the car, so much the better. 
The result is that we find French and British small cars 
with a cylinder capacity of from 40 cubic inches up to 
approximately 100 inches, as compared with the 176 
cubic inches of the Ford engine. 

To get the requisite power from these tiny power plants 
the foreign engineers have relied on gear shifting to a far 
greater extent than we in this country are accustomed to 
using this necessary but neglected unit of the chassis. The 
European driver does not hesitate to use the gearshift lever 
to help him over elevations that an American owner never 
would think of dropping out of high to surmount. 

Therefore, the engineer was justified in saying that we} 
would not stand for the gear shifting that foreign engineers | 
demand of drivers. Nevertheless we shall have very shortly | 
a European type car, with the virtues of design that are, 
apparent in foreign chassis, but without the constant| 
demands upon “the hand that rocks the gear lever.” It is! 
in this adaptation of the foreign principles of design to 
American demands that will make a place for the European 
type car in this country.
